milk hiiu Gutter p roduct aud caused 
all the cows, even Jerseys, to lay m 
fat quite rap idly. 
\Y hen ibe roots 
were 
discontinued butter 
fat 
de­ 
creased and the cows ceased to gain 
weight, and it took more p ounds of 
feed (calculated to dry matter) 10 p ro 
duce a p ound of butter. 
When turned 
on p asture there was immediate in 
crease of milk, butter and live weight 
Feeding brau during p art of the graz 
ing p eriod p roduced sufficient gain 
to vield a small p rofit.

County Irea-urer John T. Frater 
some days ago sent a |*ditiou to 
Hon. Page Morris, signet! by some of 
the s« ttlers around (inil Lake, whose 
lands 
will 
be overflowed 
by con­ 
structing the dam there, p rotesting 
against the construction of said dam. 
Mr. I rater received a rep ly from Mr. 
Morris, acknowledging *he receip t of 
said {» etition, and also exp ressing sur­ 
p rise thereat, as he sup p osed p eop le 
up here were unanimously iu favor of 
the p roject. 
He said further, that, be­ 
ing a new member, he was not thor­ 
oughly acquainted with tbe subject, 
and he talked with Mr. Fletcher, the 
Minneap olia rep resentative, about the 
matter, who stated to him that there 
were p etitions ou tile from Brainerd 
favoring the p roj» *et, and that it was 
greatly desired by the lumbermen aud 
for tbe p urp ose of navigation 
Mr. 
Fletcher told tbe exact truth when he 
stated it was for the benefit of the 
lumbermen, although this is the first 
time the admission has been made, 
and it is an outrage, to say the least, 
to destroy the best laud of hundreds 
of p oor settlers here iu ( ’row W mg 
county to help out the wealthy mil­ 
lionaire lumberm en of Minneap olis. 
It ia true, the bill carries an ap p rop ria

It can

ing trade as a result, am! taking these 
lands from the tax list and reducing 
county revenues. 
How it will sp oil 
the shores of these beautiful lakes, 
driv ing away sum m er tourists and 
sp ortsmen, causing an immense loss 
of trad* whieh is derived every sum ­ 
mer from this source. 
How it will 
flood ah the low lands in tho sp ring, 
and in the hot sum m er months the 
water will be drawn off leaving a mass 
of decaying tish and vegetable matter 
exp osed to a sum m er sun to the in­ 
jury of the health of the eatire com­ 
munity, making of these beautiful 
lakes breeding p laces of p estilence 
and death.

T H E W O R L D ’S G R E A T P O R T S . 


Som e K urofwa n CItieB G oing A hea d W h ile 
Niew \ orlc Sta nda S till. 
Sonic Germ an m erchants, bankers 
and im p erial officials hav e found 
great encouragem ent in the fact es­ 
tablished by figures that, while d ur­ 
ing the last ten years the commerce 
of the city of Liverp ool has increas­ 
ed 40 |>er cent, tho tonnage of ves 
eels arriv ing at or dep arting from 
the Germ an p ort of H am burg has 
increased 70 p er cent in the same 
p eriod. 
The geograp hical p osition 
of Livciqiool is highly fav orable to 
ship p ing, and the docks of Liv er­ 
p ool, it is well known, have at large 
exp ense made the harbor a most de­ 
sirable one in the facilities which it 
gives to vessels of all dimensions, 
i But recently Liverp ool has had to 
contend w ith the serious industrial 
and m ercantile riv alry of the city 
of M anchester, and the business of 
M anchester has ts-en greatly p ro­ 
moted by the M anchester canal. 
The G erm an gov ernm ent, in the 
construction of the new* Baltic ca­ 
nal, has discrim inated in fav or of 
H am burg, which has increased its 
ship p ing business v ery largely of 
late years at the exp ense of the other 
north Germ an p ort of Bremen. 
At 
the close of the Franco-Prussian w ar 
the tonnage of vessels arriv ing in 
and dep arting from H am burg was 
2,000,000 and of Bremen inthesam o 
year 800,000. 
Bince then the com­ 
m erce of Bremen has increased 
about 75 cent and th at of H am burg 
300 p er cent. 
N otw ithstanding these great gains 
the city of London still retains its 
rem arkable distinction of being the 
greatest p ort in the world for sea 
going vessels, New York following 
not very far behind, but showing 
com p arativ ely little increase. 
The 
num ber of ship s—steel, steam or 
sail—which leave the jiort of New 
York in a year is about 2,000, and 
m ore than tw o-thirds of tho total 
num ber of such vessels are register 
ed under foreign flags. 
New York 
has gained of late years in resp ect 
of the am ount of business done with 
Europ ean p orts, but there has been 
no corresp onding increase iu the 
volume of business done w ith do­ 
m estic p orts, nnd, moreover, the city 
of New York has had to m eet very 
strong eouq>etitiou from Baltim ore 
aud New Orleans, a considerable 
p ortion of tlie ship m ents of western 
grain hav ing been div erted to these 
p orts and aw ay from New York 
The business of the p ort of London 
is very largely of local character, 
London being a m art of consum p ­ 
tion and interchange of articles a r­ 
riv ing from other p arts of England. 
The four cities of London, New 
York, Liverp ool aud H am burg stand 
at the bead of the p orts of the 
w orld, but there are others at w’hich 
a v ery large m ercantile business is 
done, some increasing, but a larger 
num ber failing to keep up w ith the 
ratio of grow th iu m ercantile busi­ 
ness. 
A ntw erp in Belgium stands 
fifth among the com m ercial p orts of 
the world and very near it, w ith a 
volum e of tonnage nearly as high 
is Marseilles, in France, tho chief 
p ort of tho M editerranean, 
Havre, 
in France, does a considerable busi 
ness, chiefly with foreign countries, 
in the ship p ing line, and Stettin, in 
Germ any, a large business, chiefly 
p oastwise. 
The develop m ent of the 
railroad and canal system s of each 
p ort has much to do with its grow th 
in commercial business, and it is a 
fact usually to bo observed th at a 
city which is the term inus of a ca 
nal retains longer and better its 
ship p ing trade than a railroad ter 
minus. 
At least this is observable 
in tho United states.—New York 
bun. 


Too M uch Surv lre on O a r Train#. 
There is too much service in our 
sleep ing and p arlor cars, or p erhap s 
one should say, too m any serv ants 
for tho am ount of service p erform ­ 
ed. 
E ither the p orter or the con­ 
ductor m ight be abolished, and the 
man who is left should keep reason 
ably out of the way. Tho newsboy, 
w ith newsp ap ers, books, fruit and 
candy, would not be sadly missed, 
although he m ight be allowed to 
sell his goods from tho station p lat­ 
form. From th at p osition he would 
be an advantage, and m ight add to 
his list of w ares drinking w ater 
w’hich one m ight feel assured con­ 
tained no typ hoid genus. 
The iced 
w ater tank on Am erican trains is 
m ore and m ore left unused by wise 
trav elers. 
But the transfer agent, 
who walks from car to car to a r­ 
range for the deliv ery of baggage, 
will alw ays be a convenience under 
our p resent checking system .—Lew­ 
is M orris hidings iu bcribner’s.

H av ing alw ays felt an interest in 
anim al life, I m ade the best of it re­ 
cent op p ortunity to learn w hat I 
could a bm t nn anim al which is, so 
far as I have been able to ascertain, 
unknow n to the authors of zoologi­ 
cal works, at leust by the nam e un 
der w hich th e anim al is known 
where 1 found it. The quadrup ed of 
which I w rite is found on certain 
p ortions o f the staked p lains of 
w estern Texas nnd is know n tli* rt* 
as tho swift, a nam e which but f**o- 
bly exp resses the running qualities 
of the anim al. The name hw iff is 
also ap p lied to certain birds and liz­ 
ards, but it is also the only nam e 
by w hich this fleet foot**d anim al 
of 
the p lain*; 
anown. 
Any descrip tion of the sw ift must 
from the anim al's n ature be incom­ 
p lete, for a sw ift is alw ays on the 
move when a hum an bo n g come« 
w ithin range of his vision, and it is 
claimed by the jxxip le who liv e on 
tho p lains that a sw ift has never 
been cap tured. This claim m ay b* 
untrue, but as a circum stance going 
to Bhow the wild nature of th e ani 
mal I Haw only two of them during 
a four m onths’ stay on tho p lains 
in a locality w here they w ere said 
to be rath er numerous. 
W hen I was first W*M nb>ut the 
swift, I was incline« ! to consider it a 
m yth. 
I said to th e old p lainsm an 
who was telling me a seem ingly 
m iraculous story about its p ower to 
get ov er ground, “ Does th e swift 
hav e a hole in the ground like the 
other p rairie anim als, 
w here he 
m ay hide from p ursuers ?” 
“ Holy sm oke!” ejaculated the old 
man. “ A sw ift would not giv e Ins 
four legs for the M ammoth cave 
when it come« to getting aw ay from 
any fool who bus little enough sense 
to chase him. “ 
“ The sw ift m ust be a p retty g« x*d 
run n e r,” I reinarketl. 
“ R unner!” sn« )rte« l tho old man 
“ W hy, young feller, the sw ift is the 
only v arm int on these p lains th at 
can run off and leave a ritle ball. ” 
I saw at once t?iat the old fellow 
had great faith in the sw ift’s jx>w. 
era of locomotion, but it w’as not un­ 
til I saw one sp litting th e atm os­ 
p here acroee the p lains, rap idly p ut­ 
ting distance between him self and 
me, until he faded aw ay ou the ho­ 
rizon of the level p rairie, th a t I 
fully realized the force of th e old 
m an’s rem arks. I had fax'ii an ante­ 
lop e p ursued by a p ack of hungry 
wolves, and 1 had witnessed some 
p retty gixxl horse races, but that 
sw ift’s burst of « p eed against tim e 
was the greatest run I ev er beheld. 
When the cow biys afterw ard told 
roe th at the fastest hom e on foot 
could not catch the swift, I readily 
believed them .

Beets at Cow Feed. 
At the Iowa station it was found 
that turnips injure the flavor of both 
milk and butter. The injury is due 
to volatile acids which ROU ba driven 
off by beating the milk to 180 degrees 
for a short tim*. Beets increased the 
milk ana butter product and caused 
all the cows, even -Jerseys, to lay on 
fat quite rapidly. When tho roots 
were discontinued butter fat de­ 
creased and the cows cessed to gain 
weight, aud it took more pounds of 
feed (calculated to dry matter) to pro­ 
duce a pou od of butter. Wheu turned 
on pasture there was immediate in­ 
crease of milk, butter and live weight 
Feeding bran during part of the graz 
ing period produced sufficient gain 
to yield a small profit.

For the Benefit of Lumbermen. 
County Treasurer John T. Frater 
some days ago sent a petition to 
Hon. Page Morris, signed by some of 
the settlers around Gull Lake, whose 
lands will be overflowed by con­ 
structing the dam there, protesting 
against the construction of said dam. 
Mr. Frater received a reply from Mr. 
Morris, acknowledging the receipt of 
•aid petition, and also expressing sur­ 
prise thereat, sa he supposed people 
up here were unanimously in favor of 
the project. He said f u rt ber, t hat, be­ 
ing a new member, he was not thor- 
onghly acquainted with tbs subject, 
and he talked with Mr. Fletcher, the 
Minneapolis representative, about the 
matter, who stated to him that there 
were petitions on file from Brainerd 
favoring the project, and that it was 
greatly desired by the lumbermen and 
for the purpose of navigation. Mr. 
Fletcher told tbs exact truth whee he 
stated it was for the benefit of ths 
lumbermen, althongb this is the first 
time the admission has been made, 
and it is an outrage, to say the least, 
to destroy the best land of hundreds 
of poor settlers here in Crow Wing 
county to help out the wealthy mil­ 
lionaire lumbermen of Minneapolis. 
It is tree, the bill carries so appropna 
lion of f 15,OOO to pay settlers for over­ 
flowed lands, bat they will only get 
the cost of lands actually submerged, 
while their entire farms will be de­ 
stroyed if the rich bottom lands ara 
taken from them and only the sand 
hills left. 
And again, what kind of 
a policy is that which taxes all the 
people to enrich the rich and rob the 
poor. 
The whole reservoir system is 
a gigantic scheme to tax the country 
to enrich Minneapolis lumbermen, 
and every influence should be brought 
to bear on oar representatives in con­ 
gress to protest against it 
The bill carrying the appropriation 
for this purpose has passed the boose, 
and can only be fought in the senate. 
Mr. Frater has written to Mr. Morris 
bow the whole scheme is regarded 
here, and requesting his efforts to kill 
the measure. If it is not too late a 
petition ought to ba drawn op, show­ 
ing the bad effect of the construction 


o f said reservoir on this community, 
and protesting against it. 
It can 
easily be shown how it will overflow 
hundreds of acres of the best lands 
there, driving out settlers and reduc­ 
ing trade as a result, and taking these 
lands from the tax list and reducing 
county revenues. 
How it will spoil 
the shores of these beautiful lakes, 
driving away summer tourists and 
sportsmen, censing sn immense loss 
of trade which is derived every sum­ 
mer from this source. How it will 
flood ah the low lands in the spring, 
and in the hot summer months the 
water will be drawn off leaving a mass 
of decaying fish and vegetable matter 
exposed to a summer san to the in­ 
jury of the health of the entire com­ 
munity, making of these beautiful 
lakes breeding places of pestilence 
and death. These are some of the 
bad effects that can be shown and 
ought to influence the government tp 
abandon 
project.

M H E ROADSTER ICB 
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Some European Cities Going Ahead W hile 
New York Stands SAUL 
Some German merchants, bankers 
and imperial officials have found 
great encouragement in the fact es­ 
tablished by figures that, while dur­ 
ing the last ten years the commerce 
of the city of Liverpool has increas­ 
ed 40 per cent, the tonnage of ves­ 
sels arriving at or departing from 
the German port of Hamburg has 
increased 70 per cent in the same 
period. The geographical position 
of Liverpool is highly favorable to 
shipping, and the docks of Liver­ 
pool, it is well known, have at large 
expense made the harbor a most de­ 
sirable one in the facilities which it 
gives to vessels of all dimensions. 
But recently Liverpool has had to 
contend with the serious industrial 
and mercantile rivalry of the city 
of Manchester, and the business of 
Manchester bas been greatly pro­ 
moted by the Manchester canal. 
The German government, in the 
construction of the new Baltic ca­ 
nal, has discriminated in favor of 
Hamburg, which has increased its 
shipping business very largely of 
late years at the expense of the other 
north German port of Bremen. At 
the close of the Franoo-Prussian war 
the tonnage of vessels arriving in 
and departing from Hamburg was 
2,000,000 and of Bremen in the same 
year 800,000. Since then the com 
merce of Bremen has increased 
about 75 cent and that of Hamburg 
800 per cent 
Notwithstanding these great gains 
the city of London still retains its 
remarkable distinction of being the 
greatest port in the world for sea­ 
going vessels, New York following 
not very far behind, but showing 
comparatively little increase. The 
number of ships—steel, steam or 
sail—which leave the port of New 
York in a year is about 2,000, and 
more than two-thirds of the total 
number of such vessels are register­ 
ed under foreign flags. New York 
has gained of late years in respect 
of the amount of business done with 
European ports, but there has been 
no corresponding increase in the 
volume of business done with do­ 
mestic ports, and, moreover, the city 
of New York has had to meet very 
strong competition from Baltimore 
and New Orleans, a considerable 
portion of tfi'e shipm ents of western 
grain having been diverted to these 
ports and aw ay from New York. 
The business of the port of London 
is very largely of local character, 
London being a mart of consum p­ 
tion and interchange of articles a r­ 
riving from other parts of England. 
The four cities of London, New 
York, Liverpool and Hamburg stand 
at the bead of the ports of the 
world, but there are others at which 
a very large mercantile business is 
done, some increasing, but a larger 
number failing to keep up with the 
ratio of growth in mercantile busi­ 
ness. Antwerp in Belgium stands 
fifth among the commercial ports of 
the world and very near it, with a 
volume of tonnage nearly as high 
is Marseilles, in France, the chief 
port of the Mediterranean. Havre, 
in France, does a considerable busi­ 
ness, chiefly with foreign countries, 
in the shipping line, and Stettin, in 
Germany, a large business, chiefly 
Coastwise. The development of the 
railroad and canal systems of each 
port bas much to do with its growth 
in commercial business, and it is a 
fact usually to be observed that a 
pity which js the terminus of a ca­ 
nal retains longer and better its 
shipping trade than a railroad ter­ 
minus. At least this is observable 
in the United States.—New York 
Sun.

There is too much service in our 
bleeping and parlor cars, or perhaps 
one should say, too many servants 
for tho amount of service perform­ 
ed. Either the porter or the con­ 
ductor might be abolished, and the 
man who is left should keep reason­ 
ably out of the way. The newsboy, 
with newspapers, books, fruit and 
candy, would not be sadly missed, 
although he might be allowed to 
sell his goods from the station plat­ 
form.

The iced 
water tank on American trains is 
more and more left unused by wise 
travelers But the transfer agent, 
who walks from car to car to ar­

As such it must claim the first 
place. In this event the progress of 
science will be always on a lower

THE SWIFT. 


A Texas A nim al T hat Can R an Awny F t bo* 
a B allet. 
Having always felt an interest in 
animal life, I made the best of a re­ 
cent opportunity to learn what I 
could about an animal which is, so 
far as I have been able to ascertain, 
unknown to the authors of zoologi­ 
cal works, at least by tho name un­ 
der which the animal is knowp 
where I found it. The quadruped of 
which I write is found on certain 
portions of the staked plains of 
western Texas and Is known there 
aa the swift, a name which but fee­ 
bly expresses the running qualities 
of the animal, The name swift is 
ajao applied to certain birds and liz­ 
ards, but it is also the only name 
by which this fleet footed animal of 
the plain* k known. 
Any description of the swift must 
from the animal’s nature be incom­ 
plete, for a swift is always on the 
move when a human being comes 
within range of his vision, and it is 
claimed by the people who live on 
the plains that a swift has never 
been captured. This claim may be 
untrue, but as a circumstance going 
to show the wild nature of the ani­ 
mal I saw only two of them during 
a four months’ stay on tho plains 
in a locality where they were said 
to be rather numerous. 
When11 was first told about the 
swift, I was inclined to consider it a 
myth. I said to the old plainsm an 
who was telling me a seem ingly 
miraculous story about its power to 
get over ground, “ Does the sw ift 
have a hole in the ground like the 
other prairie animals, where he 
may hide from pursuers?” 
“ Holy smoke!” ejaculated tho old 
man. “A swift would not give his 
four legs for the Mammoth cave 
when it comes to getting away from 
any fool who bas little enough sense 
to chase him.” 
“The swift must be a pretty good 
runner, ” I remarked. 
“Runner!” snorted tho old man. 
“Why, young feller, the swift is the 
only varmint on these plains that 
can run off and leave a rifle ball. ” 
I mw at once that the old fellow 
had great faith in the swift’s pow­ 
ers of locomotion, but it was not un­ 
til I saw one splitting the atmos­ 
phere across the plains, rapidly put­ 
ting distance between himself and 
me, until he faded away on the ho­ 
rizon of the level prairie, that I 
fully realized the force of the old 
man’s remarks. I had seen an ante­ 
lope pursued by a pack of hungry 
wolves, and I had witnessed some 
pretty good horse races, but that 
swift’s burst of speed against time 
was the greatest run I ever beheld. 
When the cowboys afterward told 
me that the fastest horse on foot 
could not catch the Bwift, I readily 
believed them. 
This phenomenal flier of the 
plains resembles the fox somewhat, 
but is taller and longer than Rey- 
nard, having the sam e bushy tail. 
The thing that first comes into one’s 
mind at sight of a swift is the fact 
that the animal is constructed espe­ 
cially for the purpose of running, 
and that nothing has been omitted 
from its make up that would en­ 
hance its ability to cover distance. 
The second swift I saw, as well as 
the first, was running when I first 
mw him and engaged in the same 
business when I last beheld him. 
Thousands of cowboys and ranch­ 
men on the plains will bear testimo­ 
ny to the fact that the swift can 
outran the fleetest horse. I saw a 
young Kentuckian who had chased 
a swift on a thoroughbred from the 
blue gram country. He said of the 
chase: 
MWben I started, I thought I was 
Chasing a young wolf, but before 
the chase ended I concluded that I 
was on the track of a streak of light­ 
ning that had taken on the form of 
a wolf to test the speed of my 
horse.” 
“Did you catch the swift?” I ask­ 
ed. 
did not stay within S ig h t of it 
for more than three minutes,” was 
the reply.—Frank Andrews in St 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

Ile gave the m inister little, if any. en­ 
couragem ent and seemed disposed to lie 
as he had lived. 
Kelly's Life History. 
Kelly w as seen by a Pioneer Press m an 
Just as his supper w as brought up to him 
in a sm all m arket basket. It w as a plain 
but ample meal and he did it Justice. 
W hile eating he talked freely upon all 
subjects 
except 
his 
Identity. He w as 
quick to detect any m aneuver on the part 
of the new spaper m an to aid in the solu­ 
tion of the m ystery. Such questions as 
came under the lain were m et w ith silence 
or a calm refusal to answ er. He adm itted 
th at he was a Southerner; th a t his father 
w as a native of Nova Seotia and his 
m other of Virginia. 
"U p to three years ago I led an honora­ 
ble and upright life,” said Kelly. “ I was 
m arried, hut had no children. I worked 
a t my trade of brick and tile laying and 
was fairly well to do. Trouble cam e to 
me first through the interference in my 
j don.istle affairs of an aunt who lived in 
the sam e town. Once dissension was bred 
in the fam ily, life became a burden and I 
separated Horn my wife and wandered 
! aw ay.” 
The man said th at he had reason to be­ 
lieve. although he had not comm unicated 
w ith his relatives for nearly three years, 
th at his wife, father and m other were 
living. T hat they were in ignorance of 
his fate was certain, and the belief gave 
Hie man the greatest com fort. Kelly em ­ 
phatically repudiated all alleged confes­ 
sions. He said th at he wished it under­ 
stood th at his testim ony w as the tru th ; 
th at he had nothing fu rth er to add, and 
nothing to recant.

The Crime. 
The murder of Edward Paul anil Jacob Hayes 
occurred early In the morning or Saturday. 
June 20. IWW. It was known, and still is for 
that matter, as the “Wyoming murder,” and it 
created 
the greatest 
excitement. Paul and 
Hayes were shot and killed by tramps who 
were attempting to hold up and rob Dr. Burn­ 
side Foster of St. Paul. It was Just before I 
o'clock in the morning. Dr. Foster had alighted 
from the St. Paul A Duluth train, which ar 
rived at Wyoming at 12.40 o’clock, and had 
crossed over to a amal! restaurant where the 
young men were sleeping. The tramps, wait­ 
ing near the depot for a train to take them out 
of the town, saw him cross to the restaurant 
and hurriedly devised a scheme for holding 
him up. Paul and Hayes had been aroused by 
the repeated knocks of the doctor and had ad' 
mitted him to the restaurant when the tramps 
entered. Their faces were partly concealed by 
bandana handkerchiefs. At the first cry of

he was acquitted both times. Kelly was con, 
vlcted at Center City before Judge F. M Cros­ 
by. He was sentenced to be hanged and the 
governor signed the death warrant Axing the 
time of execution as thle morning before sun­ 
rise.

for the Insane, by the probate courts 
or court commissioners; to provide for 
the preservation of forests of this state 
and for the prevention and suppression 
of forest and prairie fires; relating to 
primary elections; to prohibit certain 
city and county officers from holding 
any other office; to provide against the 
manufacture, adulteration or sale of 
spices and condiments, to prevent 
fraud and preserve public health; re­ 
lating to the state board of health; to 
provide for attaching territory to in­ 
dependent or special school districts. 
The following bills were introduced: 
To establish a probation system for 
Juvenile delinquents; relating to jus­ 
tices of the peace; to prohibit the sale 
of unwholesome food; to legalize and 
regulate cremation; to provide for 
bonds for city treasurers; to create a 
board of ctmuiissioners of public print­ 
ing. defining their duties and repealing 
all existing laws. 
T h e H o sse . 
The house passed upon five of the 
most Important bills upon its list of 
general orders. Four of them were 
recommended to pass, and one was 
placed on the calendar practically 
without recommendation. On four of 
the measures there were protracted 
contests, so that the amount of worq 
done was really remarkable. The five 
bills acted upon In order were the trav­ 
eling library bill, the forestry hill, a 
bill making telegraph companies liable 
for “sentimental” damages, tile com­ 
pulsory free text book bill and the bill 
making the term of county auditors 
four years. The following bills were 
passed: 
Appropriating 93,000 for the forestry 
association; to allow bonds of receivers 
aud assignees to be reduced as the 
property is disposed of; defining aud 
punishing vagrancy. 
The following bills were Introduced: 
To provide for the payment of a li­ 
cense fee by and taxes upon sleeping, 
drawing room aud parlor cars; to pro­ 
vide for the taxation of all foreign and 
domestic insurance companies; relating 
to unhealthy or adulterated milk; to 
legalize aud regulate cremation; to 
provide for the taxation of sleeping, 
drawing and parlor car companies; 
relating to sureties upon bonds of con­ 
tractors for public works; relating to 
penalty upon delinquent taxes; relat­ 
ing to the collection of agricultural 
statistics; relating to steam boilers and 
inspectors. 


St. Paul, March 18.—A bare quorum 
of the senate put itself on record yes­ 
terday with regard to its attitude on 
the bill to facilitate tbe construction 
of the new state house by refusing, by 
a viva voce vote, to advance the bill 
to the calendar.

educational institutions; to provide for 
the publication of a second edition of 
“Minnesota in the Civil and Indian 
Wars;” to provide for the retirement 
of teachers in cities; to enforce pay­ 
ment of taxes which become delin­ 
quent on the first Monday in January.

WRB ARBITRATION TREATY. 


A ll 
th* iA cA dncat* Hare 
Axrcct to Av the Senate. 
Washington, March 24.—The Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty was ad­ 
vanced considerably toward final rati­ 
fication by the senate, and before the 
long executive session clcsed all the 
amendments recommended by 
the 
committee on foreign relations were 
agreed to without division. 
These 
amendments are: (I) To provide that

THE OLD WAYSIDE INN. 


Bouse Made Famous by Longfellow Sold 
to a Boston Man. 
If there is no hitch in the papers the 
old w ayside inn at 
Sudbury, Mass., 
made fam ous by Long fellow, w ill pass 
Into the ow nership of a Boston g entle- 
I man of antiquarian tastes, who w ill 
j preserv e the building and fill It with 
articles of historic Interest, says the 
New York Tim es. 
The name of the 
buyer w ill not be g iv en out until the 
papers hav e passed. T his estate passed 
into the hands of ex-M ayor S. H Howe 
of Marlboro and ex-Ald. Homer Rog ers 
of Boston in 1893. 
T hose tw o g entle- 
j m en hav e expended considerable m oney 
in renov ating the house and im prov ing 
| it, such as shing ling the roof and retop­ 
ping the chim neys, which 
had 
been 
broken In sev eral places. T his work in 
no w-ay, howev er, interferes with It* 
exterior or its historic worth, for Mr. 
•Rogers told a reporter at his house in 
A llison that he would not hav e that 
.happen for thousands, and the work 
j [was done for preserv ation. 
W hen the 
deed cam e Into the hands of Mr. R og ers 
three years ag o it was the first tim e it 
had passed out of the hands of the 
I Howe fam ily since the house w as orig ­ 
inally built, tw o centuries since. 
The 
building was built shortly after K ing 
P hilip ’s war and up to 1893 it was 
known as Howe's tav ern. 
Dav id Howe 
built it about the com m encem ent of the 
eig hteenth century and in 1702 receiv ed 
from Samuel Howe, his father, a tract 
of 130 acres of land. 
J ohn Howo, the 
g randfather of Dav id, had the lot on 
which the tav ern stands assig ned him 
in the apportionm ent of 1651. 
In 1746 
Col. Ezekiel Howe, who won fam e in 
the rev olution, hung out the red-horse 
sig n and when, in 1796. the colonel died. 
Adam, his son, took the tav ern, and for 
forty years conducted It as a public 
house. 
Lyman Howe, a brother, took 
possession when Adam passed 
away, 
and continued to keep an inn until 
about 1866. Then its days of usefulness 
in this direction ceased. 
It has, how ­ 
ev er, been open to the public for sev ­ 
eral seasons past. Tim e and the storm s 
hav e dealt lig htly w ith the historic 
structure, for the w hite-oak beam s are 
in a fine state of preserv ation.

B epester 
The N ebraska 
leg islature 
recently 
repealed the bill passed tw o years ag o 
placing a premium upon the ilestruc 
tion of the Russian thistle, says the 
San Francisco Chronicle. 
A few years 
ago these thistles seem ed to spring up 
ev eryw here in defiance of ail law s gov 
erning other v eg etation and many agr! 
culturists were alarmed lest the weed 
should driv e out more v aluable but less 
thrifty v eg etation. 
L eg islation 
was 
adv ocated to check the g rowth of the 
thistle anti in many states law s sim ilar 
to the one in Nebraska were passed. 
But despite all claim s of the federal 
ag ricultural departm ent that the this 
tie was som ething to be dreaded, and 
that if not checked it would destroy 
all the western part of the United States 
as far as farm ing was concerned the 
rev erse has prov ed true. 
The 
rank 
g rowth appeared to die in one or tw o 
seasons as m ysteriously 
as 
it cam e 
and the surrounding v eg etation su f­ 
fered little. 
Then in som e sections the 
dried weed was chopped up fine and 
fed to cattle with satisfactory results 
and in other sections the farm ers g ath­ 
ered the thistles into larg e piles and 
burned the bunches for fuel in their 
hom es. 
Then sev eral thrifty farm ers 
made bales of thistles and sent them 
to the nearest m ills to be tried as fuel. 
They were a great success and sev eral 
contracts were made by Nebraska m ills 
for all that could be supplied.

at 
Fort 
Adams, near N ewport, says the New 
York Herald. 
The question is the ap 
parently sim ple one: 
“ Shall we wear 
our uniform s when 
away 
from the 
fort? ” 
But officers alone, perhaps, re 
alixe th*' difficulties in the way of Its 
solution. 
At present 
the 
efforts to 
solv e It are being made by those who 
fav or an affirmativ e 
decision. 
The 
young er officers see before them the 
alluring v ision of a Newport sum m er, 
already heralded by the recent sw ag ­ 
ger functions of the Newport reading 
room, that v ery exclusiv e club. 
They arg ue that socially an army o f­ 
ficer is the equal of any on* In the 
country, but Newport harbors incom es 
that m ake the com pensation which Un­ 
d e Sam deems sufficient for his defend 
ers seem positiv ely silly. Consequently 
the fav orite sons of Pluto can afford 
to don as m any sutta of clothes 
as 
there are hours In the day. and, more 
to the point still, can g o to the best 
of tailors for them . 
Mars' sons, how ­ 
ev er, are alw ays at a loss ’n civ ilian's 
clothes. 
They hav e 
forg otten “ the 
hang ” of them , or their tailors take ad­ 
v antag e of them , or perhaps no man 
once seen in a uniform can ev er com 
pare w ith him self ag ain out of uni­ 
form. 
The slender young lieutenants 
w hose figures are their 
fortunes are 
perfectly aware of the im m ense adv an 
tag e they possess ov er ev ery other man 
when In g ov ernm ent blue and gold 
But It is not w holly a question 
of 
pecuniary conv enience, nor yet of v an­ 
ity, which actuates the 
m ajority of 
those who would make the w earing of 
the uniform a custom ary thing . 
Many 
officers take pride in their badge of 
g ov ernm ent serv ice. They point to the 
proudest arm ies in the world and show 
how their officers are 
com pelled by 
reg ulation to wear 
their 
uniform s. 
The g reat enthusiasm ov er the 
army 
aroused by regular troops at the recent 
M adison square tournam ent 
has en 
eouraged many men who would g ladly 
see the United States army known and 
lov ed by the people at large. 
Very few inconv eniences ev er hav e 
come to those who did not wear their 
uniform s. 
Indeed, as one man said, 
some officers made a much more ridic­ 
ulous figure in inappropriate or old­ 
fashioned civ ilian ’s clothes than they 
ev er could in full reg im entals. 
Prac 
tire is pretty ev enly div ided at posts 
near sm all tow ns, and one officer who 
habitually wore his uniform rem em ­ 
bered once being asked bv som e sm all 
boys where was “ ae band,” w hile hun 
dreds of tim es It was a friendly recog 
nition of his uniform or a sort of pride 
in it that lig hted the eyes which m et 
his. 
Others who prefer their 
ordinary 
garb to the strang er civ ilian s’ clothes 
testify that the uniform has actually 
been a help to them. 
L aug hing ly, an 
officer told of how he 
but 
recently 
graduated from W est Point, and con­ 
sequently, unaccustom ed 
to 
pockets, 
lost or forg ot his m oney and w as un­ 
hesitating ly g iv en credit because of 
his uniform. 
And all Newport is full 
of the adv enture of another young offi­ 
cer, who escaped 
being 
accused 
of 
theft by an irate woman because he 
wore "army blue.” 
“ You wear the dress of a g entlem an,” 
said she. 
“ I don't believ e you stole 
the m oney.” 
All officers ag ree that w hile on pro­ 
tracted h av e It Is a good plan to dress 
as other men, but many protest ag ainst 
the absurdity of g oing in the g ov ern 
raent launch or am bulance to a dance 
at another post, or ev en on civ ilian 
inv itation, and 
keing , 
as 
it 
were, 
asham ed to wear the colors of the g ov ­ 
ernm ent they serv e. 
"But it m akes us conspicuous,” Is the 
plea of the opposing party, horrified at 
the mere sug g estion of appearing out 
side of their respectiv e forts in m ili­ 
tary attire. 
T h e.e men g o to chnrch 
in civ ilian clothes, wear them 
w hile 
v isiting , or, if they hav e to run in to 
town for ev en half an hour, lay aside 
the “ blue” for such conv entional garb 
as it may hav e suited them to pur 
chase—a tig ht suit and sm all 
black 
derby, like as not. They quote the well 
known av ersion of 
m any 
prom inent 
men to w earing uniform , and tell w ith 
relish Gen. Grant’s adv enture J ust af­ 
ter his g raduation from W est Point 
It w ill be remembered that im m ediate­ 
ly on receipt of his uniform the g eneral 
w as v ery anxious to don It. 
"I was im patient to g et on my uni­ 
form and see how it looked,” he says 
in 
his 
“ M emoirs,” 
"and 
probably 
wanted my old schoolm ates, particu­ 
larly the g irls, to see me in it. 
The 
conceit w as knocked out of me by tw o 
little 
circum stances 
that 
happened 
soon after the arriv al of the clothes, 
which g av e me a distaste for m ilitary 
uniform s that I nev er recov ered from. 
Soon after the arriv al of the suit, 
I 
donned it and put off for C incinnati 
on horseback. 
W hile I 
w as 
riding 
along a street of that city, im ag ining 
that ev ery one w as looking at me with 
a feeling akin to m ine when I first 
saw Gen. Scott, a little urchin, bare­ 
headed, barefooted, w ith dirty and rag ­ 
ged pants held up by a sing le g allow s 
—th at’s what suspenders were called 
then—and a shirt that had not seen a 
w ash-tub for weeks, turned to me and 
cried: 
‘Soldier, w ill you work? 
No 
sir-ee; I’ll sell my shirt first!* 
“ The other circum stance occurred at 
home. 
Opposite our house, in Bethel, 
stood the old stag e tav ern, where ‘man 
and boast’ found accom odation. 
The 
stablem an was rather dissipated, but 
possessed of som e humor. 
On my re­ 
turn, I found him parading the streets 
and attending in the stable, barefooted, 
but in a pair of sky-blue nankeen pan­ 
taloons—J ust the color of my uniform 
trousers—w ith a strip of w hite cotton 
sheeting down the outside seam s In Im­ 
itation of m ine. 
The J oke was a hug e 
one In the m inds of m any of the peo 
pie and w as much enjoyed by them , 
but I did not appreciate It so hig hly." 


MOVING A MOUNTAIN. 


T his StB p« B do ai T ask W m Do rs IR a 
C alifo rn ia To w n. 
A g ood section of the m ountain at 
San D ieg o ov erhang ing More na dam 
on one side was torn off the other day 
by 100,000 pounds of powder, lifted sev ­ 
eral feet straig ht up, and then pushed 
bodily forward 40 or 50 feet, trem bling 
ov er the m ig hty gorg e below the dam. 
and then falling w ith an aw ful roar 
125 feels, to remain hereafter for all 
tim e as the bul w alk of the g reat dam 
being built to im pound water for the 
city. 
The dam is <3 m iles east of the 
city. 
For tw o m onths or more prepara­ 
tion s had been made for the m onster 
blast, In comm on w ith another blast 
that is nearly ready. The plan is to cut 
tunnels into the side of the m ountain 
at v arious points about the bed of the 
creek, and to place in these tunnels, 
first, 
g reat 
stores 
of 
black powder, 
w hich ig nites slow er than g iant pow­ 
der, and therefore, has more pushing 
power and less shattering effect. 
On 
the surface and in places through the 
m ountain side were placed big depos­ 
its of g iant powder for the purpose of 
shattering the m ass and lifting it up. 
According to plans, the black powder, 
when it exploded, would hurl the mass 
straig ht forward, m aking a bridge of 
g ranite across the gorg e and blocking 
the stream . 
The plans were carried 
out with the g reatest care. Danger was 
constantly feared from the great m ines 
of powder, but all w ent well, and the 
blast was finally ready. 
At lot of In­ 
sulated electric w ires, connecting with 
each deposit of powder, and attached 
to exploders, were g athered into one 
circuit in a tunnel across the g org e and 
abov e the blast, where the foreman. 
J ohn Duggan, stationed 
him self 
to 
press the button. 
A t 2:45 o’clock the sig nal was passed 
along that all was ready. 
The w ork­ 
men had posted them selv es at a safe 
distance and eag erly watched to see the 
stupendous break in the hillside. Fore­ 
man Duggan closed the sw itch, and a 
w onderful 
scene 
instantly 
followed. 
The side of the opposite hill, composed 
of g reat bowlders and m asses of g ran­ 
ite in dikes, quiv ered, rose from its 
bed of centuries, and shot out thou­ 
sands of little squirm ing tong ues of 
dust, that g av e tb s w hole hill a pecu 
liar fuzzy appearance. 
This was for 
a fraction of a second. 
A g rowl, like 
the ang ry diapason 
of 
the 
ocean, 
sounded deep down in the hill, and be 
fore the 
spectators 
recov ered 
their 
equilibrium after the earthquake the 
m ass was falling . 
An incessant rattle 
of rocks filled th^ air like a reg im ent of 
m usketry. 
Dust arose in billow s an I 
hung ov er the wrecked hill for an hour. 
The falling of sm all rock continued 
for alm ost as long. 
W hen the dust 
cleared away it was found that the 
blast had dislodg ed a m ass of rock 400 
feet up and down stream , and an av er­ 
ag e of 60 feet in heig ht, com pletely 
bridg ing the canyon. 
The eng ineers 
estim ated that the am ount dislodged 
weig hed 150,000 tons. 
The rock was 
thrown exactly as the eng ineers had 
planned.—San Francisco Chronicle.

souri. 
F ig h ts to the death were 
of 
dally and nig htly occurrence, g am bling 
outfits were In constant dem and, quar­ 
reling . bullying drunkards were om ni­ 
present, and few used water except to 
wash now and then in the little m oun­ 
tain stream flowing through the dig ­ 
g ing s. 
D espite it all there was a strict 
camp etiquette, which was recog nised 
and considered law by all. and it was of 
this etiquette that Mark Twain told me 
an exam ple, says a writer in the New 
York oum al. 
A "Boston m an” 
was 
eating breakfast early one morning at 
a table near the open door and the half 
bar, half restaurant of the place. 
He 
was J ust finishing his plate of pork anJ 
beans 
when 
tw o 
"Missouri" 
men 
passed along and saw the 
"Boston' 
man and hi breakfast. 
They stopped 
w ithin a foot or two. 
"Look at that.” 
said the bigger of the ‘‘Missouri" men. 
contem ptuously. 
“ Do 
you see what 
that blank blankety blank 
'Boston' 
thing Is eating ? 
W hy. down In Mis­ 
souri where I come from, we feed them 
thing s to our horses. 
Only the brutes 
eat that grub down there.” 
Presently 
the bully stepped inside and sat down 
opposite the "B oston” man at the sam e 
table. 
W hen the plate of beans had 
been eaten the “ Boston" man called out 
to the bartender: “ Pete, g iv e me anoth­ 
er plateful. 
Pile It up. 
I like ’em .” 
When the heaped-up plate came back. 
the “ B oston” man. quick as a flash, had 
pulled out his rev olv er, had the ’ Mis­ 
souri” man cov ered with It. and then, 
pushing the full plateful 
of 
beans 
across the table, told the “ Missouri" 
man to “ eat it and like It.” or he'd 
shoot him like the dog that he was. 
The bully had his choice between beans 
or death, and he knew it. 
W hen he 
had eaten ev ery bean he was made to 
say that he liked beans, anti then, and 
not till then, did the "Boston” man 
put up his pistol, pay for both orders 
of beans and leav e the saloon. “ N ow.” 
said Mark, "the reason the ’M issouri’ 
man didn’t whip out his gun and shoot 
as soon as the bean-eater's back was 
turned wag because of camp etiquette. 
Each man had his fun with the other 
and they were ev en. 
lf the 'Boston' 
man had been shot, the ‘Missouri' man, 
as quick as ccw s could fly, would hav e 
had his body filled with lead from the 
rev olv er of ev ery man In camp, reg ard­ 
less of party. 
oYou see. we were quite 
sticklers for fair play in those days.”

The 
men g enerally work in company. Their 
im plem ents are a shov el, a strong cir­ 
cular siev e and a rough handbarrow. 
W hen work is to begun the workman 
rem ov e shoe** and stocking s and use 
their feet in searching for ore. which 
lies Imbedded In the soft sand, except 
ore cakes, being found in the 
lak» 
Guided by their feet the workmen put 
down their shov els and bring 
to 
the 
surface a quantity of ore and 
sand, 
which they throw into their circular 
siev e. 
T his Is then held below the sur­ 
face of the water until the soft sand 
is washed away from the ore, which 
is theil thrown on a scow prov ided for 
the purpose or carried to shore. When 
a sufficient quantity has been collected 
it 
Is 
carried 
to the railway near \1 
hand and loaded on cars. 
From the 
deeper parts of the lake 
the 
ore is 
raised by m eans of a 
steam 
dredge 
The captain of the dredge m ov es ov ei 
the lake and. putting down a pole and 
working it about on the bottom , can 
easily learn where there Is a body ol 
ore suitable for dredg ing 
The dredg* 
is then remov ed to the desired apol 
and work is begun. 
The ore and sand 
are brought up in buckets on an end 
less chain and thrown Into a long, re 
v olv ing screen, adjusted and inclined 
so as to deliv er It upon scow s moored 
to the dredge. 
In its course down th? 
screen the m ixture of ore and mud if 
acted upon by the water, which ta 
throw n upon It w ith considerable force 
By this m eans the mud and sand art 
washed out of the screen and the clean 
ore is deposited on the scow s.

THE RUSSIAN THISTLE. 


BUI to C h a rk It* G ro w th H as B ood 
Repealed. 
The Nebraaka legislature recently 
repealed the bill passed two years ago 
placing a premium upon the destruc­ 
tion of the Russian thistle, says the 
San Francisco Chronicle. A few years 
ago these thistles seemed to spring up 
everywhere in defiance of all laws gov­ 
erning other vegetation and many agri­ 
culturists were alarmed lest the weed 
should drive out more valuable but leas 
thrifty vegetation. 
Legislation 
was 
advocated to check the growth of the 
thistle and in many states laws similar 
to the one in Nebraaka were passed. 
But despite mil claims of the federal 
agricultural department that the this­ 
tle was something to be dreaded, and 
that lf not checked it would destroy 
all the western part of the United States 
as far as farming was concerned the 
reverse bas proved true. 
The rank 
growth appeared to die in one or two 
seasons as mysteriously as it came 
and the surrounding vegetation suf­ 
fered little. Then in some sections the 
dried weed was chopped up fine and 
ted to cattle with satisfactory results 
and in other sections the farmers gath­ 
ered the thistles into large piles and 
burned the bunches for fuel in their 
homes. 
Then several thrifty farmers 
made bales of thistles and sent them 
to the nearest mills to be tried as fuel. 
They were a great success and several 
contracts were made by Nebraska mills 
for all that could be supplied.

to rn B reton Mao. 
If there la no hitch In the papers Hie 
old wayside inn ut Sudbury. Mass., 
made famous by Longfellow, will pass 
into the ownership of a Boston gentle­ 
man of antiquarian tastes, who will 
preserve the building and All It with 
articles of historic interest, says the 
New York Times. 
The name of the 
buyer will not be given out until the 
papers have passed. This estate passed 
into the hands of ex-Mayor a H. Howe 
of Marlboro and ex-Ald. Homer Rogers 
of Boston In 1893. Those two gentle­ 
men have expended considerable money 
In renovating the house and improving 
It, such aa shingling the roof and retop- 
ping the chimneys, which had been 
'.broken in several places. This work In 
mo way, however, interferes with its 
'exterior or its historic worth, for Mr. 
•Rogers told a reporter at his house in 
I Allison that he would not have that 
[happen for thousands, and the work 
[was done for preservation. When the 
deed came into the hands of Mr. Rogers 
three years ago it was the Unit time it 
|had passed out of tbe hands of the 
Howe family since the house was orig­ 
inally built, two centuries since. The 
building was bant shortly after King 
Philip’s war and up to 1893 It was 
known as Howe’s tavern. David Howe 
built It about the commencement of the 
eighteenth century and in 1702 received 
from Samuel Howe, his father, a tract 
of 130 acres of land. John Howe, the 
grandfather of David, had the lot on 
which the tavern stands assigned him 
In the apportionment of 1651. In 1746 
Col. Ezekiel Howe, who won fame in 
the revolution, hung out the red-horse 
sign and when, in 1796, the colonel died, 
Adam, his son, took the tavern, and for 
forty years conducted It as a public 
house. Lyman Howe, a brother, took 
possession when Adam passed away, 
and continued to keep an Inn until 
about 1866. Then Its days of usefulness 
in this direction ceased. It has, how­ 
ever, been open to the public for sev­ 
eral seasons past Time and the storms 
have dealt lightly with the historic 
structure, for the white-oak beams are 
In a fine state of preservation. 


COYOTES SOMETIMES ADROIT. 


Ioatooces In W hich T hey H ave Circum­ 
vented T heir E nem ies, 
No cuter animal is found In the west 
than the coyote. The coyote Is to the 
plainsman what a fox is to an eastern 
farmer, only the coyote is more in evi­ 
dence, says Forest and Stream. A dog 
that had its principal sport chasing and 
otherwise worrying coyotes was led in­ 
to ambush by one coyote and then set 
uopn by several other of the prairie 
wolves and almost done to death. About 
9 o’clock one night one of the coyotes 
came to tbe kitchen door and howled 
aggravating at the dog, which there­ 
upon set after the coyote full tilt. The 
coyote fled around the house, down to 
the corral and around the blacksmith 
shanty, the dog yelping after. Behind 
tbe shanty were other coyotes, six or 
seven of them, a n d all of them made for 
th* dos in a way that made it feel lone­ 
ly. The ranchman heard the fight and 
the dog’s howls of pain, and grasping 
his rifle started that way on tbe run, 
yelling as he went The coyotes took a 
farewell nip apiece and fled, leaving a 
'sore dog behind. Since then the dog 
has not been so much interested as on 
tanner occasions in coyotes. It follows 
bingle coyotes vigorously, but tbe ap­ 
pearance of another sends It back as 
fast as it can run. The coyote likes 
badger flesh very much, but one coyote 
'is not equal to a badger in a fight, con­ 
sequently the coyote, when it meets a 
badger, has to resort to stratagem till 
aid arrives. The manner in which It 
does this is interesting. “A few weeks 
ago,” a writer says, “as I was riding 
mlong I saw a coyote and a badger. The 
coyote seemed to be playing with the 
badger. He would prance about it, first 
'as if to bite It, then run off a little way, 
jthe badger following, evidently very 
angry. When the badger saw me It ran 
into its hole, while the coyote went off 
'forty or fifty yards and lay down, evi­ 
dently knowing I had no gun with me. 
The coyote’s device was evidently to 
tease and so keep the badger interested 
till another coyote happened 
along, 
when the badger would

SERIOUS question 
has been agitating 
tbe minds of army 
officers tar many 
years. 
Every once 
In a while It comes 
to the surface with 
a pronounced blas 
for or against and 
its latest develop­ 
ment 
bas 
been 
• 
reached 
at Fort 
Adams, near Newport, rays the New 
York Herald. The question is the ap­ 
parently simple one: 
“Shall we wear 
our uniforms when 
away from the 
fort?” But officers alone, perhaps, re­ 
alise the difficulties In the way of its 
solution. At present 
the efforts to 
solve it are being made by those who 
favor an affirmative 
decision. 
The 
younger officers see before them the 
alluring vision of a Newport summer, 
already heralded by the recent swag­ 
ger functions of the Newport reading 
room, that very exclusive club. 
They argue that socially an army of­ 
ficer is the equal of any one in the 
country, but Newport harbors incomes 
that make the compensation which Un­ 
cle Sam deems sufficient for his defend­ 
ers seem positively silly. Consequently 
the favorite sons of Pluto can afford 
to don as many suits of clothes 
as 
there are hours In the day, and, more 
to the point still, can go to the best 
of tailors for them. Mars’ sons, how­ 
ever, are always at a loss ’n civilian’s 
clothes. 
They have 
forgotten “the 
hang” of them, or their tailors take ad­ 
vantage of them, or perhaps no man 
once seen in a uniform can ever com­ 
pare with himself again out of uni­ 
form. 
The slender young lieutenants 
whose figures are their fortunes are 
perfectly aware of the immense advan­ 
tage they possess over every other man 
when in government blue and gold. 
But it is not wholly a question of 
pecuniary convenience, nor yet of van­ 
ity, which actuates the 
majority of 
those who would make the wearing of 
the uniform a customary thing. Many 
officers take pride in their badge of 
government service. They point to the 
proudest armies in the world and show 
how their officers are 
compelled by 
regulation to wear 
their 
uniforms. 
The great enthusiasm over the army 
aroused by regular troops at the recent 
Madison square tournament 
bas en­ 
couraged many men who would gladly 
see the United States army known and 
loved by the people at large. 
Very few inconveniences ever have 
come to those who did not wear their 
uniforms. 
Indeed, as one man said, 
some officers made a much more ridic­ 
ulous figure in Inappropriate or old­ 
fashioned civilian’s clothes than they 
ever could In full regimentals. Prac­ 
tice to pretty evenly divided at posts 
near small towns, and one officer who 
habitually wore his uniform remem­ 
bered once being asked by some small 
boys where was “de band,” while hun­ 
dreds of times it was a friendly recog­ 
nition of his uniform or a sort of pride 
in it that lighted the eyes which moi 
his. 
Others who prefer their 
ordinary 
garb to the stranger civilians’ clothes 
testify that the uniform has actually 
been a help to them. Laughingly, an 
officer told of how he 
but 
recently 
graduated from West Point, and con­ 
sequently, unaccustomed to pockets, 
lost or forgot his money and was un­ 
hesitatingly given credit because of 
his uniform. And all Newport to full 
of the adventure of another young offi­ 
cer, who escaped 
being accused of 
theft by an irate woman because he 
wore “army blue.” 
“You'wear tbe dress of a gentleman,” 
said she. 
“I don’t believe you stole 
the money.” 
All officers agree that while on pro­ 
tracted leave it is a good plan to dress 
as other men, but many protest against 
the absurdity of going in the govern­ 
ment launch or ambulance to a dance 
at another post, or even on civilian 
invitation, and 
Veing, as it 
were, 
ashamed to wear the colors of the gov­ 
ernment they serve. 
“But it makes us conspicuous,” is the 
plea of the opposing party, horrified at 
the mere suggestion of appearing out­ 
side of their respective forts In mili­ 
tary attire. The»:e men go to church 
in civilian clothes, wear them while 
visiting, or, if they have to run in to 
town for even half an hour, lay aside 
the “blue” for such conventional garb 
as it may have suited them to pur­ 
chase—a light suit and small 
black 
derby, like as not. They quote the well­ 
known aversion of many prominent 
men to wearing uniform, and tell with 
relish Gen. Grant’s adventure just at­ 
ter his graduation from West Point. 
It will be remembered that immediate­ 
ly on receipt of his uniform the general 
was very anxious to don it. 
“I was impatient to get on my uni­ 
form and see how it looked,” he says 
in his “Memoirs,” 
“and probably 
wanted my old schoolmates, particu­ 
larly the girls, to see me in it. The 
conceit was knocked out of me by two 
little circumstances 
that happened 
soon after the arrival of the clothes, 
which gave me a distaste • for military 
uniforms that I never recovered from. 
Soon after the arrival of the suit, I 
donned It and put off for Cincinnati 
on horseback. 
While I was riding 
along a street of that city, imagining 
that every one was looking at me with 
a feeling akin to mine when I first 
saw Gen. Scott, a little urchin, bare­ 
headed, barefooted, with dirty and rag­ 
ged pants held up by a single gallows 
—that’s what suspenders were called 
then—and a shirt that had not seen a 
wash-tub for weeks, turned to me and 
cried: 
‘Soldier, will you work? No. 
sir-ee; I’ll sell my shirt first!’ 
“The other circumstance occurred at 
home. Opposite our house, in Bethel, 
stood the old stage tavern, where ‘man 
and beast’ found accomodation. 
The 
stableman was rather dissipated, but 
possessed of some humor. On my re­ 
turn, I found him parading the streets 
and attending In the stable, barefooted, 
but in a pair of sky-blue nankeen pan­ 
taloons—just the color of my uniform 
trousers—with a strip of white cotton 
sheeting dowii the outside seams In Im­ 
itation of mine. The Joke was a huge 
one in the minds of many of the peo­ 
ple and was much enjoyed by them, 
but I did not appreciate it so highly.”

MOVING A MOUNTAIN. 


Was Dean ta rn 


A flood section of the mountain st 
San Disco overhanging Moreno dam 
on one aide was torn off the other day 
by 100,000 pounds of powder, lifted sev­ 
eral feet straight up, and then poshed 
bodily forward 40 or 80 feet, trembling 
over the mighty gorge below the dom, 
and then falling with an awful roar 
136 feats, to remain hereafter for all 
time as the bul walk of the great dam 
bring built to impound water for the 
city. The dam to 43 miles east of the 
city. For two months or more prepara­ 
tions had been made tor the monster 
blast, In common with another blast 
that la nearly ready. The plan to to cut 
tunnels Into the side of the mountain 
at various points about the bed of the 
creek, and to plaoe in these tunnels, 
first, great stores cd black powder, 
which ignites slower than giant pow­ 
der, and therefore, has more pushing 
power and lees shattering effect On 
the surface and in places through the 
mountain side were placed big depos­ 
its of giant powder for the purpose of 
shattering the mass and lifting it up. 
According to plans, the black powder, 
when it exploded, would hurl the mass 
straight forward, making a bridge of 
granite across the gorge and blocking 
the stream. 
The plans were carried 
out with the greatest care. Danger was 
constantly feared from the great mines 
of powder, but all went well, and the 
blast was finally ready. 
At lot of In­ 
sulated electric wires, connecting with 
each deposit of powder, and attached 
to exploders, were gathered Into one 
circuit in a tunnel across the gorge and 
above the blast, where the foreman. 
John Duggan, stationed 
himself 
to 
press the button. 
At 2:45 o’clock the signal was passed 
along that all was ready. The work­ 
men had posted themselves at a safe 
distance and eagerly watched to see the 
stupendous break in the hillside. Fore­ 
man Duggan closed the switch, and a 
wonderful scene Instantly followed. 
The side of the opposite hill, composed 
of great bowlders and masses of gran­ 
ite in dikes, quivered, rose from its 
bed of centuries, and shot out thou­ 
sands of little squirming tongues of 
dust, that gave the whole hill a pecu­ 
liar fuzzy appearance. 
This was for 
a fraction of a second. A growl, like 
the angry diapason 
of 
the 
ocean, 
sounded deep down in the hill, and be­ 
fore the spectators recovered their 
equilibrium after the earthquake the 
mass was falling. An incessant rattle 
of rocks filled the air like a regiment of 
musketry. 
Dust arose In billows and 
hung over the wrecked hill for an hour. 
The falling of small rock continued 
for almost as long. 
When the dust 
cleared away it was found that the 
blast had dislodged a mass of rock 400 
feet up and down stream, and an aver­ 
age of 60 feet in height, completely 
bridging the canyon. 
The engineers 
estimated that the amount dislodged 
weighed 150,000 ton* 
The rock was 
thrown exactly as the engineers had 
planned.—San Francisco Chronicle.

Mark Twain lived some forty years 
ago ta tbs limits of a vary wild, half- 
crazy frontier Brining camp. This was 
divided Into two parties, tbs so-called 
“Boston crowd,” which contained the 
bettor elements, though few 
Boston 
men, and the “Mtoeouri crowd,” which 
was a pretty hard lot, though not com­ 
poned exclusively of natives of Mis­ 
souri. Fights to tho death w rit of 
dally and nightly occurrence, gambling 
outfits wars In constant demand, quar­ 
reling, bullying drunkards were omni­ 
present, and few used water exoept to 
wash now and then in the little moun­ 
tain stream flowing through tho dig­ 
ging* Despite It all there was a strict 
camp etiquette, which was recognised 
and considered law by all, and It was of 
this etiquette that Mark Twain told me 
an example, says a writer In the New 
York oumal. A “Boston man” 
was 
eating breakfast early one morning at 
a table near the open door and the half 
bar, half restaurant of the place. He 
was just finishing his plate of pork and 
beans 
when 
two 
“Missouri” 
men 
passed along and saw the 
“Boston” 
man and hi breakfast They stopped 
within a foot or two. “Look at that,” 
said the bigger of the “Missouri” men, 
contemptuously. 
“Do you see what 
that blank blankety blank 
’Boston’ 
thing la eating? Why, down in Mis­ 
souri where I come from, we feed them 
things to our horses. Only the brutes 
eat that grub down there.” Presently 
the bully stepped inside and oat down 
opposite the ’’Boston” man at the same 
table. 
When the plate of beans had 
been eaten the “Boston” man called out 
to the bartender: “Pete, give me anoth­ 
er plateful. Pile It up. I like ’em.” 
When the beaped-up plate came back, 
the “Boston” man, quick as a flash, had 
pulled out his revolver, had the “Mis­ 
souri” man covered with It, and then, 
pushing the full plateful 
of 
beans 
across the table, told the “Missouri” 
man to "eat it and like It,” or he’d 
■hoot him like the dog that he was. 
The bully had his choice between beans 
or death, and he knew It. When he 
had eaten every bean be was made to 
say that he liked beans, and then, and 
not till then, did the “Boston” man 
put up his pistol, pay for both orders 
of beans and leave the saloon.

IRON FROM THE DEEP. 


Fam ous M ine In Q uebec 
B eneath th e 
W aters o f Loo a La Turtae, 
Lake ores are abundant in northern 
Europe, but so far as 
the 
writer’s 
knowledge extends Luc a la Tortue and 
a neighboring lake are the only in­ 
stances of the kind In North America, 
■ays Popular Science Monthly. The ore 
is extracted from our lake mine by 
hand and by power. The shallow mar­ 
gin is divided Into sections and allotted 
to suitable parties who may desire to 
work them aud who are paid at a speci­ 
fied rate per ton of ore raised. The 
men generally work in company. Their 
Implements are a shovel, a strong cir­ 
cular sieve and a rough handbarrow. 
When work Is to begun the workmen 
remove shoes and stockings and use 
their feet in searching for ore, which 
lies Imbedded in the soft sand, except 
ore cakes, being found in the 
lakl. 
Guided by their feet the workmen put 
down their shovels and bring to the 
surface a quantity of ore and 
sand, 
which they throw into their circular 
sieve. This is then held below the sur­ 
face of the water until the soft sand 
is washed away from the ore, which 
la theft thrown on a scow provided fen 
the purpose or carried to shore. When 
a sufficient quantity has been collected 
It is carried to the railway near at 
hand and loaded on cars. 
From the 
deeper parts of the lake the ore la 
raised by means of a steam dredge. 
The captain of the dredge moves ovei 
the lake and, putting down a pole and 
working It about od the bottom, can 
easily learn where there is a body ol 
ore suitable for dredging. The dredge 
is then removed to the desired spot 
and work is begun. The ore and sand 
are brought up in buckets on an end­ 
less chain and thrown Into a long, re­ 
volving screen, adjusted and inclined 
so as to deliver it upon scows moored 
to the dredge. In its course down the 
screen the mixture of ore and mud ll 
acted upon by the water, which la 
thrown upon it with considerable force. 
By this means the mud and sand arc 
washed out of the screen and the clean 
ore is deposited on the scows.

A Former Brainerd Resident Instantly 
Killed As a Result. 


Edwin B. Smith, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. O. Smith, for many years 
residents of this city, and well known 
by all oar citizens, was instantly kill­ 
ed by the explosion of the boiler of a 
locomotive on an outgoing Lake Shore 
train at Chicago, on Sunday morning. 
March 21sL The particulars of the 
accident are given in the following 
dispatch lo the daily papers: 
Chicago, illinois., March 21.—Loco­ 
motive No. 566, attached to the New 
York and Boston special on the Lake 
Shore, exploded this morning in the 
city limits just after leaving Engle­ 
wood. Thu engineer aud fireman 
were instantly killed aud the locomo­ 
tive blown to pieces. 
The killed are Alexander Frank, 
engineer, Chicago; Edwin B. Smith, 
fireman. Chicago. 
The train left the Lake Shore sta­ 
tion at 10:30 o’clock, and oonaisted of 
a combination baggage and buffet car 
immediately behind the locomotive, 
three Wagner cars, a dining car and 
two day coaches, all well filled with 
passengers. It was near Calumet 
avenue, aud had attained a speed of 
twenty-five miles an hour, when sud­ 
denly the boiler exploded, shattering 
the locomotive and hurling part of it 
1200 feet. The train was brought to 
a stop, but d o one besides those in the 
locomotive was injured. Id fact, the 
passengers did not know at first that 
an explosion had occurred. 
The explosion sounded like a can­ 
non, and immediately the air was fill­ 
ed with dust and steam and flying 
pieces of iron. The body of the en­ 
gineer went whirling through the air, 
striking a network of telegraph wire, 
through which it was forced, falling 
250 feet from the place of the explo­ 
sion, with one leg missing. The fire­ 
man was thrown out of the cab with 
great force against a freight car, and 
badly crushed. The tracks were torn 
ap for a distance of 200 feet. The 
rest of the train was no injured, the 
tender only being thrown from the 
track. 
The locomotive was a Brooks ten­ 
wheeler, five years old, and had only 
recently come out of the shops at 
Elkhart, Iud. It was apparently in 
good condition, and the cause of the 
explosion is a mystery. It is suggest­ 
ed that sufficient water was not in the 
boiler, but there is no means of ascer­ 
taining the truth of this. Some parts 
of the locomotive, weighing tons, were 
thrown several hundred feet, and in 
many cases pieces crashed through 
the sides aud roofs of houses in the 
vicinity, but without causing damage 
other than the destruction to property. 
The grief stricken parents of the 
deceased firemeaa have the sym­ 
pathy of their 
many friends in 
this city in their sad bereavement. 
Deceased was employed in the shops 
here for a number of years, and will 
probably be remembered by a great 
many shop men, and his untimely 
death deplored. He was married and 
had a family living in Chicago. 


Grocery Sold. 
T. McMaster has sold his grocery 
business to Arthur Hagberg, the lat­ 
ter taking possession on Monday. Mr. 
MoMaster has not definitely made np 
his mind what he will do yet, bat will 
without doubt continue to make hie 
home here, all the property he ha* 
being in this oity.

is a young man of pu*£i and energy, 
with considerable experience in the 
business, slid will no doubt continue 
to enjoy the large trade that was built 
ap by his father.

For the Benefit of Lumbermen. 


County Treasurer John T. Frater 
some days ago sent a petition to 
Hon. Page Morris, signed by some of 
the settlers around Gull Lake, whose 
lands 
will 
be overflowed 
by con­ 
structing the dam there, protesting 
against the construction of said dam. 
Mr. f r a te r received a reply from Mr. 
Morris, acknow ledging *he receipt of 
said petition, and also expressing sur­ 
prise thereat, as he supposed people 
up here were unanimously in favor of 
the project. 
He said further, that, be­ 
ing a new member, he was not thor­ 
oughly acquainted with the subject, 
and he talked with Mr. Fletcher, the 
Minneapolis representaiive, about the 
matter, who stated to him that there 
were petitions on file from Brainerd 
favoring the project, and that it was 
greatly desired by the lum berm en and 
for the purpose of navigation 
Mr. 
Fletcher told the exact truth wheu he 
stated it was for the benefit of the 
lum berm en, although this is the first 
tim e the admission has been made, 
and it is an outrage, to say the least, 
to destroy the best laud of hundreds 
of poor settlers here in ( ’row W ing 
county to help out th e wealthy mil­ 
lionaire lum berm en of .Minneapolis. 
It is true, the bill carries an a p p ro p re 
tion of f 15,DOO to jay settlers for over­ 
flowed lands, but they will only get 
the cost of lands actually subm erged 
while their entire farms will be d e­ 
stroyed if the rich bottom lands are 
taken from them aud only the sand 
hills left. 
And again, what kind of 
a policy is that which taxes all the 
people to enrich the rich and rob the 
poor. 
T he whole reservoir system is 
a gigantic scheme to tax the country 
to enrich 
M inneapolis lumbermen, 
and every influence should be brought 
to bear on our representatives in con­ 
gress to protest against it. 
T he bill carrying the appropriation 
for this purpoae has passed the house, 
ami can only be fought in the senate. 
Mr. F rater has written to Mr. Morris 
how the whole scheme is regarded 
here, and requesting his efforts to kill 
the measure. 
If it is not too late a 
petition ought to b ed ra w u up, show­ 
ing the bad t*ffi*ct of the construction 
of said reservoir on this community, 
aud protesting against it. 
I t can 
easily be shown how it will overflow 
hundreds of acres of the best lands 
there, driving out settlers and reduc­ 
ing trade as a result, aud taking these 
lands from the tax list and reducing 
county revenued. 
How it will spoil 
the shores of these beautiful lakes, 
driving away sum m er tourists aud 
sportsmen, causing an immense loss 
of trad# wbieh is derived every su m ­ 
mer from this source. 
How it will 
flood ab the low lauds in the spring, 
and in the hot sum m er months the 
water will be drawn off leaving a mass 
of decaying fish and vegetable m atter 
exposed to a sum m er aim to the in­ 
jury of the health of the entire com ­ 
munity, m aking of these beautiful 
lakes breeding places of pestilence 
and death. 
These are some of the 
bad effects that can be shown and 
ought to influence tho governm ent to 
abandon 
oroject. 


Beets as Cow Feed. 


At the Iowa station it was found 
that turnips injure the flavor of both 
milk and butter. 
The injury is due 
to volatile acids which pan be driven 
off by beating the milk to 160 degrees 
for a short tim#. 
Beets increased the 
milk aud butter product and caused 
ail the cows, even Jerseys, to lay ou 
fat quite rapidly. 
W hen the roots 
were 
discontinued butter 
fat 
d e­ 
creased aud the cows ceased to gain 
weight, and it took m ore pounds of 
feed (calculated to dry matter) to pro 
duce a pound of butter. 
When turned 
on pasture there was im m ediate in­ 
crease of milk, butter aud live weight 
Feeding bran during part of the graz 
ing period produced sufficient gain 
to yield a small profit.

T H E W O R L D ’S G R E A T P O R T S . 


Som e E a ro p « a a P ities G oing A head W h ile 
N u t York S tan d s S till. 
Some German merchants, bankers 
and imperial officials have found 
great encouragement in the fact es­ 
tablished by figures that, w’hile dur­ 
ing the last ten years the commerce 
of the city of Liverpool has increas­ 
ed 40 per cent, tho tonnage of ves­ 
sels arriving at or departing from 
the German port of Ham burg has 
increased TO per cent in the same 
period. 
The geographical position 
of Liverpool is highly favorable to 
shipping, and the docks of Liver­ 
pool, it is well known, have at large 
expense made the harbor a most de­ 
sirable one in the facilities which it 
gives to vessels of all dimensions. 
But recently Liverpool has had to 
contend with the serious industrial 
and m ercantile rivalry of the city 
of Manchester, and the business of 
Manchester has been greatly pro­ 
moted by the Manchester canal. 
The German government, in the 
construction of the new Baltic ca­ 
nal, lias discrim inated in favor of 
Hamburg, which has increased its 
shipping business very largely of 
late years at the expense of the other 
north German port of Bremen. 
At 
the close of therranco-Prussian war 
the tonnage of vessels arriving in 
and departing from Hamburg was 
2,000,000 and of Bremen inthesam o 
year b>00,000. 
Since then the com­ 
merce of Bremen has increased 
about 75 cent and th at of Ham burg 
800 per cent. 
Notwithstanding these great gains 
the city of London still retains its 
rem arkable distinction of being the 
greatest port in the world for sea 
going vessels, New York following 
not very far behind, but showing 
com paratively little increase. 
The 
number of ships—steel, steam or 
sail—which leave the port of New 
York in a year is about 2,000, and 
m ore than two thirds of the total 
num ber of such vessels are register­ 
ed under foreign flags. 
New York 
has gained of late years in respect 
of the amount of business done with 
European ports, but there has been 
no corresponding increase in the 
volume of business done with do­ 
mestic ports, and, moreover, the city 
of New York has had to meet very 
strong competition from Baltimore 
and New Orleans, a considerable 
portion of the shipm ents of western 
gram having been diverted to these 
ports and away from New York 
The business of tho port of London 
is very largely of local character, 
London being a m art of consump­ 
tion and interchange of articles ar­ 
riving from other parts of England. 
Tho four cities of London, New 
York, Liverpool and Hamburg stand 
ut the head of the ports of the 
world, but there are others at which 
a very large m ercantile business is 
done, some increasing, but a larger 
number failing to keep up with the 
ratio of growth in m ercantile busi­ 
ness. 
Antwerp in Belgium stands 
fifth among the commercial ports of 
the world and very near it, w ith a 
volume of tonnage nearly as high 
is Marseilles, in France, tho chief 
port of the Mediterranean. 
Havre, 
in France, does a considerable busi­ 
ness, chiefly with foreign countries, 
in the shipping line, and Stettin, in 
Germany, a large business, chiefly 
Coastwise. 
The development of the 
railroad and canal systems of each 
port has much to do with its growth 
in commercial business, and it is a 
fact usually to bo observed that a 
city which is the term inus of a ca 
mil retains longer and better its 
shipping trade than a railroad ter­ 
minus. 
At least this is observable 
in the United States.—New York 
Bun.

If belief ts subordi­ 
nate to the tests of science, to be ac­ 
cepted or rejected in the degree of 
its accord with human experience, 
then it is simply an annex to science, 
a footnote to human experience, and 
the authority of the latter is su­ 
preme. If, however, truth comes to 
us from sources outside of human 
experience, it must come in some 
pure form, free from human errors. 
As such it must claim the first 
place. In this event tho progress of 
science will be always on a lower 
plane than the progress of belief.—

Having alw ays felt an interest iii 
animal life, I made the best of a re­ 
cent opportunity to learn w hat I 
could about an animal which i*, so 
far as I have been able to ascertain, 
unknown to tho authors of zoologi­ 
cal works, at least by tho name un 
der which the animal is known 
where I found it. The quadrupl'd of 
which I write is found on certain 
portions of tho staked plains of 
western Texas and is known there 
as tho swift, a name which but fee­ 
bly expresses the running qualities 
of the animal, The name swift, is 
also applied to certain birds and liz­ 
ards, but it Is also the only name 
by which this fleet footed animal of 
the plain* 
known. 
Any description of the swift must 
from the anim al’s nature be incom­ 
plete, for a swift is always on the 
move when a hum an being comes 
within range of his vision, and it is 
claimed by tho people who live on 
tho plains that a swift has never 
been captured. This claim may lie 
untrue, but as a circum stance going 
to show the wild nature of the ani 
mal I saw only two of them during 
a four m onths’ stay on tim plains 
in a locality where they were said 
to be rather numerous. 
When I was first U>ld about the 
swift, I was inclined to consider it a 
myth. 
I said to the old plainsman 
who was telling me a seemingly 
miraculous story about its power to 
get over ground, “ Does the swift 
have a hole in the ground like the 
other prairie animals, where he 
may hide from pursuers I*’ 
“ Holy smoke!” ejaculated the old 
man. “ A swift would riot give his 
four legs for the Mammoth cave 
when it comes to getting awny from 
anjr fool who has little enough senso 
to chase him. ” 
“ The swift m ust be a pretty good 
runner, ” I remarked. 
“ R unner!” snorted tho old man. 
“ Why, young feller, the swift is the 
only varm int on these plains that 
can run off and leave a rifle ball.” 
I saw at once that the old fellow 
had great faith iii the sw ift’s pow­ 
ers of locomotion, but it was not un­ 
til I saw ono splitting the atmos­ 
phere across the plains, rapidly put­ 
ting distance between himself and 
me, until he faded away on the ho 
rizon of the level prairie, that I 
fully realized the force of the old 
m an’s remarks. I had soen an ante­ 
lope pursued by a pack of hungry 
wolves, and I had witnessed some 
pretty good horse races, but that 
sw ift’s burst of speed against tim e 
was the greatest run I ever beheld. 
W’hon the cowboys afterw ard told 
me that the fastest horse on foot 
could not catch tho swift, I readily 
believed them. 
This phenomenal flier of the 
plains resembles the fox somewhat, 
but Is taller aud longer than Rey 
nard, having the same bushy tail. 
The thing that first conies into one s 
mind at sight of a swift is the fact 
th at the animal is constructed espe 
d ally for the purpose of running, 
and th at nothing has been omitted 
from its make up that would en­ 
hance its ability to cover distar ce. 
The second swift I saw, as well as 
tho first, was running when I first 
saw him and engaged in the same 
business when I last beheld Ii im. 
Thousands of cowboys and ranch 
men on the plains will bear testim o­ 
ny to the fact th at th e swift can 
outrun the fleetest horse. I saw a 
young Kentuckian who had chased 
a swift on a thoroughbred from the 
blue grass country. He said of tho 
chase: 
‘‘When I started, I thought I was 
chasing a young wolf, but before 
the chase ended I concluded th at I 
was on the track of a streak of light­ 
ning th at had taken on the form of 
a wolf to test the speed of my 
horse. ” 
“ Did you catch the sw ift?” I ask­ 
ed. 
“ I did not stay within Sight of it 
for more than three m inutes,” was 
the reply.—Frank Andrews in St 
Louis Globe Dem ocrat.

deed came into the hands of Mr. Rogers 
three years ago it was the first time it 
had passed out of the hands of the 
Howe family since the house was orig­ 
inally built, two centuries since.

known as Howe’s tavern. David Howe 
built it about the commencement of the 
eighteenth century and in 1702 received 
from Samuel Howe, his father, a tract 
of 130 acres of land. 
John Howe, the 
grandfather of David, had the lot on 
which the tavern stands assigned him 
in the apportionm ent of 1651. 
In 1746 
Col. Ezekiel Howe, who won fame in 
the revolution, hung out the red-horse 
sign and when, in 1796, the colonel died, 
Adam, his son, took the tavern, and for 
forty years conducted it as a public 
house. 
Lym an Howe, a brother, took 
possession when Adam passed 
away, 
and continued to keep an inn until 
about 1866. Then its days of usefulness 
in this direction ceased. 
It has, how­ 
ever, been open to the public for sev­ 
eral seasons past. Time and the storm s 
have dealt lightly with the historic 
structure, for the white-oak beams are 
in a fine state of preservation.

Consequently 
the favorite sons of Pluto can afford 
to don as many suits of clothes 
as 
there are hours in the day, and, more 
to the point still, can go to the best 
of tailors for them. 
Mars’ sons, how­ 
ever, are always at a loss {n civilian’s 
clothes. 
They have 
forgotten “the 
h an g ’’ of them, or their tailors take ad­ 
vantage of them, or perhaps no man 
once seen in a uniform can ever com­ 
pare with himself again out of uni­ 
form.

tiee is pretty evenly divided at posts 
near small towns, and one officer who 
habitually wore his uniform reraem 
bered once being asked bv some small 
boys where was ’’ae band,” while h u n ­ 
dreds of times it was a friendly recog 
nltion of his uniform or a sort of pride 
in it that lighted the eyes which met 
his.

MOVING A M O UNTAIN. 


Thla Stupendous Task W u 
D one In a 
C alifornia Town. 
A good section of the m ountain at 
San Diego overhanging Morena dam 
on one side was torn off the other day 
by 100,000 pounds of powder, lifted sev­ 
eral feet straight up, and then pushed 
bodily forward 40 or 50 feet, trem bling 
over the m ighty gorge below the dam, 
and then falling with an awful roar 
125 feets, to rem ain hereafter for all 
tim e as the bulwalk of the great dam 
being built to impound water for the 
city. 
The dam is 43 miles east of the 
city. For two months or more prepara­ 
tions had been made for the m onster 
blast, In common with another blast 
that Is nearly ready. The plan is to cut 
tunnels into the side of the m ountain 
at various points about the bed of the 
creek, and to place in these tunnels, 
first, 
great stores of 
black powder, 
which ignites slower th an giant pow­ 
der, and therefore, has more pushing 
power and less shattering effect. 
On 
the surface and in places through the 
m ountain side were placed big depos­ 
its of giant powder for the purpose of 
shattering the mass and lifting It up. 
According to plans, the black powder, 
when it exploded, would hurl the mass 
straight forward, m aking a bridge of 
granite across the gorge and blocking 
the stream. 
The plans were carried 
out with the greatest care. Danger was 
constantly feared from the great mines 
of powder, but all went well, and the 
blast was finally ready. 
At lot of In­ 
sulated electric wires, connecting with 
each deposit of powder, and attached 
to exploders, were gathered into one 
circuit in a tunnel across the gorge and 
above the blast, where the foreman. 
John Duggan, stationed 
himself 
to 
press the button. 
At 2:45 o’clock the signal was passed 
along that all was ready. 
The w ork­ 
men had posted themselves at a safe 
distance and eagerly watched to see the 
stupendous break in the hillside. Fore­ 
man Duggan closed the switch, and a 
wonderful 
scene 
instantly 
followed 
The side of the opposite hill, composed 
of great bowlders and masses of g ran ­ 
ite In dikes, quivered, rose from its 
bed of centuries, and shot out thou­ 
sands of little squirming tongues of 
dust, that gave the whole hill a pecu 
Bur fuzzy appearance. 
This was for 
a fraction of a second. 
A growl, like 
the angry diapason 
of 
the 
ocean, 
sounded deep down in the hill, and be­ 
fore the 
spectators 
recovered 
their 
equilibrium after the earthquake the 
mass was falling. 
Au Incessant rattle 
of rocks filled the air like a regiment of 
musketry. 
Dust arose in billows an i 
hung over the wrecked hill for an hour. 
The falling of small rock continued 
for almost as long. 
W hen the du3t 
cleared away it was found th at the 
blast had dislodged a mass of rock 400 
feet up and down stream, and an aver­ 
age of 60 feet in height, completely 
bridging the canyon. 
The engineers 
estimated that the am ount dislodged 
weighed 150,000 tons. 
The rock was 
thrown exactly as the engineers had 
planned.—San Francisco Chronicle.

Despite It all there was a strict 
camp etiquette, which was recognized 
and considered law by all, and it was of 
this etiquette that Mark Twain told me 
an example, says a w riter in the New 
York ournal. 
A "Boston m an” 
was 
cating breakfast early one morning at 
a table near the open door anti the half 
bar, half restaurant of the place. 
Ho 
was just finishing his plate of pork and 
beans 
when 
two 
"M issouri” 
men 
passed along and saw the 
“ Boston’’ 
man anti hi breakfast. 
They stopped 
within a foot or two. 
“ Look at that,” 
said the bigger of the “ Missouri” men. 
contemptuously. 
“Do 
you see what 
that blank blankety blank 
‘Boston’ 
thing Is eating? 
Why, down in Mis­ 
souri where I come from, we feed them 
things to our horses. 
Only the brutes 
eat that grub down there.” 
Presently 
the bully stepped inside and sat down 
opposite the “Boston” man at the same 
table. 
When the plate of beans had 
been eaten the "Boston” man called out 
to the bartender: “ Pete, give me anoth­ 
er plateful. 
Pile it up. 
I like ’em.” 
When the heaped-up plate came back, 
the “ Boston” man. quick as a flash, had 
pulled out his revolver, had the “ Mis­ 
souri’’ man covered with It. and then, 
pushing the full plateful 
of 
beans 
across the table, told the “ Missouri” 
man to "eat it and like it,” or he’d 
shoot him like Hie dog that ho was. 
The bully had his choice between beans 
or death, and he knew It. 
When he 
had eaten every bean he was made to 
say that he liked beans, anti then, and 
not till then, did tho “ Boston” man 
put up his pistol, pay for both orders 
of beans and leave the saloon. “Now,” 
said Mark, “the reason the ‘Missouri’ 
man didn’t whip out his gun and shoot 
as soon as the bean-eater’s back was 
turned was because of camp etiquette. 
Each man had his fun with tile other 
and they were even. 
If the ’Boston’ 
man had been shot, the ‘Missouri’ man, 
as quick as news could fly, would have 
had his body filled with lead from the 
revolver of every man In camp, regard­ 
less of party.

Lake ores are abundant iii northern 
Europe, but so far 
aa 
tile 
writer's 
knowledge extends Luc a la Tortue and 
a neighboring lake are the only In­ 
stances of the kind in North America, 
says Popular Science Monthly. The ore 
is extracted from our lake mine by 
hand and by power. The shallow m ar­ 
gin is divided into sections and allotted 
to suitable parties who may desire to 
work them aud who are paid at a speci­ 
fied rate per ton of ore raised. 
The 
men generally work in company. Their 
implements are a shovel, a strong cir­ 
cular sieve aud a rough handbarrow. 
W hen work is to begun the workmen 
remove shoes and stockings and use 
their feet iii searching for ore, which 
lies imbedded in the soft sand, except 
ore cakes, being found in the 
lak*. 
Guided by their feet the workmen put 
down their shovels and bring 
to 
the 
surface a quantity of ore and 
sand, 
which they throw into their circular 
sieve. 
This Is then held below the sur­ 
face of the water until the soft sand 
is washed away from the ore, which 
is theri thrown on a scow provided for 
the purpose or carried to shore. When 
a sufficient quantity has been collected 
it 
Is 
carried 
to the railway near at 
hand and loaded on cars. 
From the 
deeper parts of the lake 
the 
ore is 
raised by means of a 
steam 
dredge. 
The captain of the dredge moves over 
the lake and, putting down a pole and 
working it about on the bottom, can 
easily learn where there is a body ol 
ore suitable for dredging. 
The dredge 
is then removed to tho desired spot 
and work is begun. 
The ore and sand 
are brought up in buckets on an end­ 
less chain and thrown into a long, re­ 
volving screen, adjusted and inclined 
so as to deliver it upon scows moored 
to the dredge. 
In its course down the 
screen the mixture of ore and mud I? 
acted upon by the water, which is 
throw n upon it with considerable force 
By this means the mud and rand are 
washed out of the screen and the clean 
ore is deposited on the scows.

A Former Brainerd Resident Instantly 


Killed As a Result. 


Edwin B. South, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. E. C- Sui no, for many years 
residents of this city, aud well known 
by all our citizens, was instantly kill­ 
ed by the explosion of the boiler of a 
locomotive on an outgoing Lake Shore 
train at Chicago, on Sunday morning. 
March 21st. 
The particulars of the 
accident are given in the following 
dispatch in the daily papers: 
Chicago, Illinois., March 2 1 - Loco­ 
motive No. 566, attached to the New 
York and Boston special on the Lake 
Shore, exploded this morning in the 
city limits just after leaving Engl* 
wood. 
Thn 
engineer aud 
fireman 
were instantly killed and the locomo 
tive blown to pieces. 
The killed are Alexander Frank, 
engineer, Chicago; Edwin B. Smith, 
fireman, Chicago. 
The train left the Lake Shore sta­ 
tion at 10:30 o’clock, and consisted of 
a combination baggage and buffet car 
immediately behind the locomotive, 
three Wagner cars, a dining car and 
two day coaches, all well rilled with 
passengers. 
It 
was near Calumet 
avenue, and had attained a speed of 
twenty-five miles an hour, when sud 
deuly the boiler exploded, shattering 
the locomotive aud hurling part of it 
P200 feet. 
The train was brought to 
a stop, but no one besides those in the 
locomotive was injured. 
In fact, the 
passengers did not know at first that 
an explosion had occurred. 
The explosion sounded like a can­ 
non, and immediately the air was fill­ 
ed with dust and steam and flying 
pieces of iron. 
The body of the en­ 
gineer went whirling through the air, 
striking a network of telegraph wire, 
through which it was forced, falling 
25<> feet from the place of the explo­ 
sion, with one leg missing. 
The fire 
man was thrown out of the cab with 
great force against a freight car, and 
badly crushed. 
The tracks were torn 
up for a distance of 2(H) feet. 
The 
rest of the train was uninjured, the 
tender only being thrown from the 
track. 
The locomotive was a Brooks ten- 
wheeler, tive years old, and had only 
recently come out of the shops at 
Elkhart, Iud. 
It was apparently in 
good condition, and the cause of the 
explosion is a mystery. 
It is suggest­ 
ed that sufficient water was not in the 
boiler, but there is no means of ascer­ 
taining the truth of this. 
Some parts 
of the locomotive, weighing tons, were 
thrown several hundred feet, aud in 
many cases pieces crashed through 
the sides and roofs of houses in the 
vicinity, but without causing damage 
other than the destruction to property. 
The grief stricken parents of the 
deceased 
firemean 
have the sym­ 
pathy 
of 
their 
many friends in 
this city in their sad bereavement. 
Deceased was employed in the shops 
here for a number of years, aud will 
probably be remembered by a groat 
many shop men, and his untimely 
death deplored. 
He was married and 
had a family living in Chicago.
